Nixon’s tax statement indicat­ 
ed the budget will be tight on 
expenditures, hut was silent as 
to whether he will also recom ­

Nixon previously hinted he 
would sign the massive tax bill, 
although he made no outright 
announcement.

Social Security payments effec­ 
tive Thursday, a series of in­ 
come tax reductions over the 
next three years and the elimi­ 
nation or tightening of a number 
of tax preferences. 
The President had threatened 
to veto the bill as it passed the

Nixon also had indicated he 
might veto tile coal mine safety 
bill because of a possible infla­ 
tionary effect of some of the 
benefits it would provide.
